The fiuid milk nuirket at the pres- 
ent lime Is In a very bad shape. Un- 
f;enHonabli-- weather with an unbeliev- 
able lack of judgment on the part of 
some farmers in makuig .surplus niUk 
is the cause of tlie surplus on tho 
Chicago market at a time when there- 
really should he a shortage. 

Another factor bniught Into tills 
pcu'.ia] surphi:;, and partly the cause 
of tlie reailjustment is tlie cheap mar- 
ket for milk in Wiseousin. Milk there 
is offered freely at l.CO and 1.70, and 
can he shipped to the Chicago market 
cheaper than tho prices recelvi.'d in 
the inner boll. 

It has been known for some time 
that the conden.sers are out of tlie 
milk market due to an overfiow of 
goods that can not he moved at a 
profit at the present market price, 
causing the .shutting ofi" of this mar- 
ket for milk. 

Tho Milk i:ioard met the buyers a 
week ago Tuesday at the Hotel La 
Salle, v.'hcn thii milk situation was 
none over and a remedy sought to 
Plabillze the inner belt supply and yot 
stop the infiux from outside sources. 
Tho nuttter was left in the hanrj.s_^ o.f^. 
the milk board to take up with the 
individual producers, and meetings 
were called in every county. The 
Lake County producers met at Llb- 
ertyville Thur.sday, where the subjeqt 
was discussed and a vote was taken 
on the question, as to whether they 
would accept lower price. The voto 
was a tie. The meeting finally decided 
to turn the matter over to the Lako 
County directors on tho milk board, 
iMr. Sibley and Judgo Pedan. The out- 
come of the meetings in other coun- 
ties Is said to have beea unanimous 
for a readjustment in the price. 

Tiie milk board met with the buy- 
ers again last Friday at the Hotel La 
Salle and after the milk board offered 
to take a cut In the price for July of 
20 cents It was argued by the buyers 
that It would be a hardship on them 
to try adjust the conditions in taking 
care of all the milk now off the mar- 
ket in tho inner belt for a period of 
one^ month. The milk board finally 
agreed to a cut of 20 cents for July 
and 15 cents for August and Septem- . 
her. This makes the prices for the" 
next three months at $2.50, $2.60 and 
S2.G0. 

It Is stated that this plan Is tho 
only course that the producers can 
accept under the present condition. 
It was pointed out that the Western 
Dairy Company had -closed thoir plant 
and gone outside for their milk, and 
that the Patten Dairy at Lako Zurich 
had given notice to their patrons that 
they would not pay over $2.30 for 
milk. This plant handles 50,000 pds. 
of milk. 

This condition of the milk markot 
is partly brought about by the farm- 
ers themselves Inasmuch as many of 
the producers are making a great 
deal moro milk than ordinarily to get 
the advantage of the price paid. It 
Is said that seven car loads of cattio 
wore received in Wauconda alone lu 
ono week, and tliat at this point a 
surplus amounting to 42 percent is.

thing above that price will be taxed. 

The tax on admissions Is repealed 
in places where the admission Is 50 
cents and under. 

In case where the theatre continues 
to charge such prices as 33 cents, 28 
cents or 22 cents after July 2» the ex- 
tra odd cents must not bo laid to tax. 
Signs such ns "Admission 30 cents, 
tax 3 cents," must he removed or the 
theatre owners will get into trouble 
with Uncle Sam.
